THE EASY WAY TO SPEED 
TRAFFIC. 


Among other constructive measures recommend- 
ed in the twelfth annual report of the Chicago Plan 
commission, just made public, are various street 
widenings and extensions. That is as it should be. 
Rasy communication and broad and attractive 
thoroughfares are essentia] to the growth and im- 
proved values of any city. But while recognizing 
that fact, Chicago should also recognize the need 
of using its present streets to the best possible 
advantage. 


Half am hour's driving in any section of the city, / 


with the exception of the boulevard system, will 
convince an unprejudiced observer that the present 
streets are not being used to the best advantage. 
There are innumerable north and south or east and 
west thoroughfares which do not accommodate 
one-tenth the traffic carried on a paraile] street two 
three blocks away. Proper routing of traffic 
and proper trafiic regulations could easily change 
this condition, relieve congestion, and speed up 
transportation. This, of course, applies chiefly to 
automobile and team traffic. 

We are justiy proud of our boulevard system. 
There ig no good reason Why the advantages of 
that system could not be multiplied many times by 
the simple expedient of designating more through 
thoroughfares, north, south, and west. as automo-

However, 
the elevated roads pay a maximum of 
82 cents an hour to motormen, 77 cents 
to conductors and 75 cents to guards.
